You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lincoln on Tuesday, March 10th next, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 


jects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation for same. 

3. How much money will be raised for the Public 
Library? 

4. How much money will be raised for the Police 
Department ? 

5. How much money will be raised for the Public 
Health Department? 

6. How much money will be raised for the Fire 
Department? 

7. How much money will be raised for the Town 
Maintenance? 

8. How much money will be raised for the Mis- 
cellaneous Expense? 

9. How much money will be raised for the Public 


Cemetery ? 
10. How much money will be raised for the Sup- 


port of Town Poor? 

11. To see if the Town will raise $100.00 for sup- 
port of transients. 

12. Will the Town vote to raise the sum of $1,500 
and interest to take Water Bond due April 1, 1936? 
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13. How much money will be raised for mainte- 
nance of Water Department? 

14. How much money will be raised for Street 
Lighting ? 

15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of Taxes. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to construct a 
Water and Sewer line on street known as Lebrecque 
Street. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to construct a 
Water and Sewer line on street known as West St. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to borrow on the 
credit of the Town not exceeding $3,000.00 for the pur- 
pose of constructing said water and sewer lines on La- 
brecque and West streets and issue notes or bonds on 
the Town therefor, in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapters 43 and 59, and amendments thereto, of the 
Public Laws, and delegate to the Selectmen the power 
to fix the time and place of payment and rate of inter- 
est of such bonds, and provide for the sale thereof.
